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Working  Budget 
Gets  Counril  Nod

The  budgets  of  the  athletics, 
academics,  finance  and  president’s 
offices  were  approved  for  the  next 
year  at  the  Executive  Council 
meeting  Tuesday. 

The  athletics  office  was  given 
$27,910,  about  $2000  more  than 
last  year.  The  academics  office 
received  $12,235,  again  about 
$2,000  more  than  last  year.  The 
finance  office  gained  nearly  $5000 
for  a total  of  $1  1,805.  The 
president’s  office  took  a cut  of 
$ 1 450  and  received  $4400. 

The  council  also  approved  a 
resolution  of  Todd  Christofferson, 
vice-president  of  Academics,  to 
urge  the  administration  to  place  a 
copy  of  the  Northwestern 
Association  accreditation  report  in 
the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Library. 

The  group  voted  to  remove  the 
allocation  for  the  World  Affairs 
Forum  and  Model  United  Nations 
for  further  study.  Christofferson 
felt  that  this  was  a general  student 
interest  and  that  not  enough 
control  would  be  given  to  the 
student  body. 

Also  voted  down  were  stipend 
awards  for  outstanding  band 
members  and  blazers  for  the 
council. 

Important  increases  in  funds  for 
the  academics  were  1 50  dollars  to 
start  a faculty-student  exchange 
program  and  800  dollars  for  a 
revised  faculty  roster.

Dedicated 

Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer,  Assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  offered  the 
dedicatory  prayer  for  four  new 
BYU  buildings  at  Tuesday’s 
Devotional  Assembly. 

The  Daniel  H.  Wells  ROTC  Bldg., 
the  University  Press  Bldg.,  the 
Auxiliary  Services  Bldg.,  and  the 
University  Laundry  were  dedicated 
by  Elder  Packer. 

In  his  remarks,  Elder  Packer  said 
BYU  was  a “training  ground  for 
one  team.  BYU  is  not  neutral:  it  is 
one-sided,  it  is  prejudiced  to  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.” 

“You  are  coached  for  the  great 
battle  of  life,”  Elder  Packer  told 
students,  “and  scouts  and  coaches 
from  opposing  teams  are  not 
welcomed  here.” 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
read  a statement  from  President 
David  O.  McKay,  saying,  “Being 
aware  of  the  numerous  riots, 
disturbances  and  occupations  of 
academic  buildings  by 
revolutionary  and  dissident 
students  on  the  campuses  of  a great 
many  universities,  he  asked  me  to 
extend  to  you  his  personal 
congratulations  and 
commendations  for  the  fact  that 
there  have  been  no  disturbances  of 
any  kind  on  this  campus.” 


scholarships  for  council  members 
and  executive  assistants  were 
increased  by  2465  dollars  and  a 
student  body  secretary  was  voted 
by  the  council.  The  salary  of  this 
professional  secretary  to  handle 
student  government  records  will  be 
3600  dollars. 

Travel  expenses  of  the  band  and 
pep  committee  will  increase  by 
nearly  2000  dollars.  Other  added 
expenses  were  for  a welcoming 
committee  for  athletes  from  other 
schools  and  for  extramurals.

John  Savage  Naegle  is  a social 
psychology  major  from 
Toquerville,  Utah.  Tom  Parry  is  a 
political  science  major  from 
Granada  Hills,  Calif. 

The  third  candidate  for  junior 
class  president  is  Sergio  Beniamino, 
a foreign  student  from  Sao  Paulo, 
Brazil,  majoring  in  Public 
Relations. 

Four  candidates  are  seeking  the 
position  of  senior  class  president. 
The  successful  candidate  becomes 
president  of  the  ASBYU  Cabinet. 

The  contenders  are  Dave  Ross,  a 
physics  major  from  Ely,  Nov.;  Jim 
Daniels,  a math  major  from 
Huntsville,  Ala.;  Veston  Thomas,  a 
political  science  major  from 
Wilmington,  Calif.;  and  Judy 
Geissler,  a journalism  and  political 
science  major  from  Edison,  N.J. 

Only  one  candidate  was 
nominated  for  the  position  of 
graduate  class  president.  He  is 
Glenn  Erwin,  who  did  not  list  his 
major  or  hometown  on  his  fact 
sheet. 

The  primary  elections  will  be 
Thursday  at  booths  throughout  the 
campus,  at  the  Wilkinson  Center, 
Jesse  Knight  Bldg.,  J.  Reuben  Gark 
Library  and  other  spots. 

Erwin  is  the  only  candidate  not 
facing  a primary.

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of 
this  week  the  semi-annual  Red 
Cross  Blood  Drive  sign  up  is  being 
conducted.  The  goal  has  been  set  at 
800  pints.  Each  person  that  gives 
blood  gives  one  pint.  So  the  real 
goal  is  to  get  800  people  out  of  a 
student  body  of  over  22,000  and  a 
faculty  and  staff  of  over  1 ,500  to 
give  blood.  Now,  I’m  not  a math 
major,  but  even  I can  see  that  800 
out  of  over  23,500  is  not  a big 
percentage.  The  blood  drive  was 
recently  at  the  LDS  Business 
College  in  Salt  Lake  and  over  1 /3  of 
the  student  body  donated. 

I feel  ashamed  to  think  that  only 
800  people  (if  that  many)  on  this

extended  with  open  arms  to  others. 

It’s  a word  out  of  the  vocabulary 
of  the  man  who  pulled  the  trigger 
that  sent  a bullet  screaming  into 
the  brain  of  the  late  Medgar  Evers. 


It’s  a word  out  of  the  vocabulary 
of  the  two  policemen  who,  with  no 
ascertainable  cause,  beat  a Negro 
cabdriver  senseless  in 
Newark— touching  off  the  nation’s 
most  costly  riot  in  terms  of  the  loss 
of  human  life. 


It’s  a word  too  often  heard 
today,  shouted  through  the  streets 
of  the  urban  ghettoes,  whispered 
over  the  backyard  fences  of  the 
small  towns,  muttered  under  the 
breath  of  the  student  communities. 


“Negro”  or  “black, ’’-the  latter  of 
which  is  preferable,  are  words 
heard  from  those  who  have 
dedicated  their  lives  to  the 
betterment  of  mankind.  It  is  one 
such  person  of  whom  I wish  to 
write-and  how  much  more 
deserving  is  he  of  mention  than  are 
the  others! 


On  April  4,  1968,  a 
world-reknowned  civil  rights 
worker  stood  on  the  balcony  of  the 


Lorraine  Motel  in  Memphis,  Tenn. 
In  a second,  he  lay  on  the 
balcony— a bullet  had  severed  his 
spinal  cord  and  ripped  away  a 
massive  portion  of  his  brain.  Death 
seemed  inevitable. 

Even  before  his  wife  could  board 
a plane  in  Atlanta  to  fly  to  his  side, 
the  man  was  dead. 

The  man:  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.,  Nobel  peace  prize  winner, 
father  of  four,  dedicated  civil  rights 
worker. 

King’s  fight  for  justice  for  his 
people  began  on  a cold  December 
day  in  1955,  when  the  famous 
boycott  of  the  Montgomery,  Ala., 
bus  lines  began.  The  boycott 
pushed  King  into  the  international 
spotlight  as  an  advocate  of 
nonviolent  resistence  to  injustice. 

The  success  of  the  boycott  led  to 
the  formation  of  the  Southern 
Christian  Leadership  Conference 
(SCLC),  with  Dr.  King  at  the  head. 
It  moved  on  to  open  channels  for 
change  in  ..voting  rights,  housing 
opportunities,  public 
accommodations  equality  and  a 
host  of  other,  long  overdue 
reforms. 

In  1963  came  one  of  the  real 
highpoints  of  King’s  career.  Over 
200,000  marchers  filed  slowly 
through  the  streets  of  Washington, 
D.C.,  to  the  steps  of  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  where  King  delivered  his 
now  famous  “I  Have  A Dream” 
speech.  In  that  memorable  talk,  he 
said: 

“I  have  a dream  that  one  day  on 
the  red  hills  of  Georgia  sons  of 
former  slaves  and  the  sons  of 
former  slaveowners  will  be  able  to 
sit  down  together  at  the  table  of 
brotherhood. 

“I  have  a dream  that  my  four 
little  children  will  one  day  live  in  a 
nation  where  they  will  not  be 
judged  by  the  color  of  their  skin 
but  by  the  content  of  their 
character.

I wish  to  write  in  opposition  to  a 
letter  appearing  in  the  DAILY 
UNIVERSE  of  April  24,  by  David 
Child  who  maliciously  inferred 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  President 
Wilkinson  when  he  recently 
blamed  campus  unrest  on 
Communism.  This  highly  unethical 
attack  upon  President  Wilkinson 
seems  to  indicate  that  Mr.  Child  has 
succumbed  to  the  surging  wave  of 
skepticism  from  which  BYU  has  so 
fortunately  been  spared  and  that 
other  universities  are  now  suffering 
the  consequences  of. 

It  is  no  coincidence  that  BYU  has 
been  void  of  student  riots  under 
the  administration  of  President 
Wilkinson,  particularly  when  he 
swiftly  refused  permission  of  the 
SDS  to  establish  a chapter  here  on 
campus.  By  wise  reflection  on 
history  and  an  insight  into 


contemporary  situations,  he  has 
seen  that  Communist  leaders  have 
moved  from  state  to  state 
preaching  disruption  of  existing 
order  on  university  campuses. 

In  his  “Reflections  on  the 
Revolution  in  France,”  178  years 
ago,  Edmund  Burke  wrote  of  the 
condition  to  which  other  college 
presidents  recently  have 
compromised  with  and  whose 
colleges  are  accordingly 
strife-ridden:  “By  their  violent 
haste.  . they  (leaders)  are 
delivered  over  blindly  to  every 
projector  and  adventurer,  to  every 
alchemist  and  empiric.  . . who 
would  themselves  be  astonished  if 
they  were  held  to  the  letter  of  then- 
own  descriptions.” 

The  theory  that  inclement 
administrations  preclude  riots  is 
the  very  concept  that  those  “silly 
little  Communists”  would  have  us 
believe.  As  students  battle 
authority  creating  chaos,  then 
would  the  Communist  leaders 
move  in,  firmly  entrenching  itself 
amidst  the  confustion. 

What  President  Wilkinson 
continues  to  assert  is  not  a 
time-worn  cliche  but  an 
historically  proven  fact.  Those 
such  as  Mr.  Child  who  ignore 
history  are  the  ones  who  are 
condemmed  to  repeat  it. 

The  noted  scholar,  Russel  Kirk,  a 
few  years  ago,  wrote  of  such  people 
as  those  who  are  unwary  of  internal 
threats,  preaching  what  is,  in 
reality,  slanged  “objectivism” 
when  he  said  . . at  that  time 
then  is  the  enemy  within  the  gates; 
and  it  is  hypocrisy  to  pretend  to  be 


fighting  a gallant  rear-guard  acti 
when,  in  truth,  we  are  alreaL 
hewing  wood  and  drawing  wall 
for  the  conqueror.”

“I  have  a dream  that  one  day 
every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  every 
hill  and  mountain  shall  be  made 
low.  The  rough  places  will  be  made 
plain,  and  the  crooked  places  will 
be  made  straight.  With  this  faith  we 
will  be  able  to  work  together,  to 
pray  together,  to  struggle  together, 
to  go  to  jail  together,  to  stand  up 
for  freedom  together,  knowing  we 
will  be  free  one  day.” 

In  1964,  Dr.  King  accepted  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize— ironic,  as  his 
life  was  notably  lacking  in  peace. 
His  home  was  bombed,  his  church 
was  burned,  his  wife  and  children 
were  threatened,  his  car  was 
dynamited. 

The  end  came  for  Martin  King,  as 
he  knew  it  eventually  must,  on  a 
quiet  evening  after  he  had  told  his 
aides,  “Maybe  I’ve  got  the 
advantage  over  most  people.  I’ve 
conquered  the  fear  of  death.” 

He  stepped  out  onto  the 
balcony,  and  an  aide  warned  him  to 
put  on  his  overcoat.  His  reply  was 
muffled  in  a gunshot;  the  civil 
rights  leader  slumped  to  the 
concrete. 

In  a split  second,  the  country 
gained  a killer,  and  lost  one  of  its 
greatest  men. 

Martin  Luther  King  lived  with 
death  from  the  fateful  day  he  put 
his  name  into  the  public  spotlight. 
But  he  wasn’t  afraid.  He  did  his 
best  to  win  equal  rights  for  all 
men— black,  white,  red,  rich,  or 
poor.  He  was  prepared  to  give 
everything  he  had  to  win  his 
victory -and  quite  literally  he  did. 

With  King’s  ultimate  sacrifice  in 
mind,  we  must  reevaluate  our  own 
contributions  toward  equal  rights 
and  justice  for  all  men.  If  we  are 
honest  with  ourselves,  we  must 
admit  it  is  really  far  less  than  we 
like  to  think. 

So  our  job  is  not  just  to  sit  there 
thinking  about  it.  It’s  to  get  out 
and  DO  something  about  it.

The  seventh  annual  Cougar  Golf 
Classic  is  scheduled  for  the 
Riverside  Country  Club  this  week, 
and  the  tournament  will  leave  the 
Cougars  little  time  to  dwell  on  the 
past. 

Eight  other  teams  from  the 
Intermountain  area  will  join  the 
Cougars  for  the  two-day,  54-hole 
tourney  that  will  get  underway 
Friday  morning.  A total  of  36  holes 
will  be  played  Friday,  and  the 
remaining  18  will  be  concluded 
Saturday  morning. 

Four  of  the  teams  will  be  from 
the  Beehive  State;  Utah,  Utah 
State,  Weber  and  BYU.  The  other 
entrants  will  be  Wyoming, 
Colorado,  Air  Force,  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona  State. 

Since  the  Cougars  have  won 
three  of  the  six  previous 
tournaments,  they  should  be  listed 
among  the  favorites.  But  such  will 
not  be  the  case  this  year. 

Arizona  State  has  finished  ahead 
of  the  Cougars  in  at  least  two 
tournaments  this  year,  and  they 
figure  to  be  the  choice  for  the 
Cougar  classic  in  ’69. 

BYU  won  the  title  in  1964, 1965 
and  1967,  while  the  Sun  Devils 
were  victorious  in  1966  and  last 
year.  The  only  other  team  to  win  a 
Cougar  Classic  was  Utah  State  (the 
1963  inaugural  event). 

This  year  the  Sun  Devils  will 
come  to  Provo  fresh  from  a first 
place  finish  in  their  tournament  of 
last  week,  the  Sun  Devil  Classic. 
The  powerful  ASU  squad  was  never 
threatened  as  it  won  the  10-team 


tourney  with  14  strokes  to  spare 
over  second  place  Arizona. 

BYU,  incidentally,  finished  in 
sixth  place,  41  strokes  off  the  pace.

Modern  Dancers  Demonstrate

The  technical  effects  were  not 
only  exciting  but  highly 
innovative.  Imagine  a character 
gesturing  to  the  path  he  must 
follow  and  it  actually  appearing  on 
a screen  behind  him. 


Another  fantastic  effect 
occurred  when  The  Pilgrim  had  to 
cross  a river.  You  see  him  step  into 
waving  strips  of  white  and  blue 
chiffon  material.  This  really  did 
give  the  effect  of  water  but  the  real 
treat  followed. 


As  the  Pilgrim  stepped  into  the 
chiffon  the  lights  dimmed  and  in 
the  background  a surging  surf 
appeared  on  the  screen  and  then 
the  action  on  the  screen  moved 
into  an  underwater  scene  where 
you  could  see  the  Pilgrim  being 
swept  under  water  in  the  whirling 
currents. 


All  this  spectacle  prompted  Pres. 
Nathan.  E.  Tanner  to  say 
“Well-done  by  a great  cast  who 
sang  and  performed  beautifully.  I 
enjoyed  the  unusual  and  impressive 
staging  effects.” 

The  Opera  “Pilgrim’s  Progress” 
deals  with  the  Pilgrim’s  quest  for 
the  Celestial  City.  He  encounters 
obstacles  and  is  able  to  overcome 
them  because  “The  wages  of  sin  afe 
death,  therefore  I have  bound 
myself  to  another.” 

Clayne  Robison  as  the  Pilgrim 
truly  is  an  exceptional  talent.  He 
possesses  a tremendous  voice  and  is 
competent  in  his  acting.  He  must 
be  good— he  has  landed  a position 
with  the  San  Francisco  Opera 
Company  for  the  summer— such  a 
rich  fine  voice! 

Another  delightful  voice  belongs 
to  Carolyn  Wolford  as  the 
Woodcutter’s  Son.  She  is  so  clear 
and  charming. 

Max  Golightly’s  stage  directing, 
like  many  other  aspects  of  the 
Opera,  is  exceptional.  During  a 
Sodom  and  Gommorah  type  scene

dry  ice  vapor  and  red  lights)  the 
stage  is  full  of  people  and  then  they 


are  so  skillfully  moved  that  you 
hardly  notice  that  the  set  has  been 
vacated.  Also,  the  blocking  was 
always  natural. 

The  orchestra  under  the 
masterful  baton  of  Lawrence 
Sardoni  gave  a terrific 
performance.  There  was  evidence 
of  diligent  and  hard  work. 

As  the  lights  came  up  on  the 
Vanity  Fair  scene  there  was  an 
audible  gasp  from  the  audience 
when  the  gorgeous  costumes  came 
into  view.  Vanity  Fair  contained 
“all  the  things  discovered  since 
Adam  fell”— such  extravagance  and 
spectacle. 

There  were  two  disturbing 
scenes,  one  of  which  occurred 
when  the  entire  chorus  appeared 
on  the  stage  in  long  flowing  gold 
robes.  Everything  was  fine  until 
they  exited  single  file.

DeGaulle’s  Resignation  Raises  Fear 


BRUSSELS,  Belgium  (AP)  - 
Charles  de  Gaulle’s  resignation  has 
raised  fears  of  a devaluation  of  the 
French  franc  that  could  shake  the 
world’s  whole  monetary  and 
trading  system. 

Bankers  and  governments  are 
worried  that  some  of  their  devices 
for  holding  the  international 
economic  situations  in  line  have 
not  been  working  as  well  as  they 
should.  A flood  of  currency 
speculation,  followed  by 
devaluation  and  trade  restrictions 
would  hit  business  and 
employment.  The  increasing 
freedom  of  international 


exchanges,  carefully  cultivated 
since  World  War  II,  would  be  set 
back. 

In  November,  De  Gaulle  refused 
to  devalue  the  franc,  though  most 
financial  authorities  thought  he 
would  have  to. 

Since  then,  the  French  situation 
has  grown  worse.  Reserves  of  gold 
and  foreign  currency  are  down  to 
$3,815  billion  from  $3,985  billion, 
despite  tough  controls.  Imports 
have  continued  to  outpace  exports. 
Prices  have  risen  and  so  have 
interest  rates.  Without  De  Gaulle 
the  government  will  find  it  harder 
to  resist  pressure  for  higher  wages. 


A rush  of  speculation  against  the 
franc  following  the  resignation 
might  have  made  devaluation 
inevitable,  but  in  Paris  Tuesday  the 
price  of  gold,  the  Frenchman’s 
traditional  hedge  against  the 
weakness  of  his  money,  dropped 
back  to  $48.58  an  ounce  after 
hitting  a high  of  $49.09  Monday. 
On  some  exchanges,  the  franc  even 
gained  strength. 

In  November,  French  Finance 
Minister  Francois  Xavier  Ortoli 
favored  a devaluation  of  1 1 per 
cent  — from  the  franc’s  present 
value  of  20  cents  to  a little  less  than 
18. 


Amendment  Appro  ved 
By  House  Committee 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - A 
constitutional  amendment  calling 
for  the  direct  popular  election  of 
the  president  in  place  of  the 
present  system  of  allotting 
electoral  votes  by  states  won 
overwhelming  approval  Tuesday  in 
the  House  Judiciary  Committee. 

By  a vote  of  28  to  6 the 
committee  gave  the  proposed 
amendment  a strong  push  down 
the  long  road  toward  ratification.
